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THE INDUSTRIAL ARMY’S FALLEN. 

In framing the employers’ liability measure 
which has just passed the Senate, the national 
legislators followed the example of many states ; 
by first. appointing a commission to investigate 
the entire subject injury to employes in the 
industries and the problem of effective relief. 

The commission, composed of members of both 
houses, accorded equal representation to the two 
parties and its work, though sharply attacked in 
the Senate on certain details, lays down general 
lines which, it ig expected, the 36 states so far 
without legislation on this important subject will 
follow. ! 

It is the wastefulness of the present system 
which the new legislation is designed to obviate. 
The progress it is making is shown by the fact 
that workmen’s’ compensation laws will be in 
operation by July 1 in 12 different states. The 
Federal bill probably will also pass the House 
and be given effect by or soon after that date. 

The 12 states are California, Illinois, Kansas, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire. New Jersey, Ohio, Vermont, Washington 
and Wisconsin. In Missouri and other states the 
movement is still subject to the delays of the

3-cent and half-penny pieces, St. Louis has a 
“financial problem” of long standing. Away from 
the vicinity of the banks and outside of great 
department stores and a few other large estab- 
lishments, the change shortage is as much in the 
way of the activity of retail business now in St. 
Louis as it was in New York 10 years ago, and 
as it probably is in New York and eyery other 
large American eity now. 

In retail business the highest activity in 
“transactions” ought to extend from the penny 
to the nickel, and from the nickel upward. 
Under the average conditions of retail business, 
with “small change” exhausted after change has 
been made for a few bills, customers buying by 
the nickel’s worth and the dime’s worth feel a 
sense of guilt in offering a $5 bill, or even a $2 
bill. Even on Central Broadway customers offer- 
ing a $5 bill near the close of business in order 
te make sure of car fare may be told to “pay 
some other time.” 

As this is chronic, it affects the whole volume 
of business done in amounts less than $1. That 
volume is so enormous in its totals that facilities 
for increasing it even 5 per cent would result in 
gains of millions. The financial] genius who can 
make it as easy to buy a nickel’s worth with a 
bill as it is with a quarter is badly needed in St. 
Louis and throughout the United States.

PANAMA RAILROAD RATES. 
From railroad sources comes the complaint that 
the operating rate of the Panama Railroad is al- 
most twice that on efficient American railroads, 
and that the Government charges patrons 7 
cents per ton per mile while it charges only 2 
cents per ton per mile for carrying freight for the 
isthmian Canal Commission, thereby making the 
cest of canal construction’ so much the less, un-

Here is an egregious.example of the lengths to 
which a railroad man will go, simply to find fault. 
Certainly no one would seriously compare Pana- 
ma conditions with those in the United States. 
Imagine how pleased the railroads would be 
ft the United States, being under no obligafion to 
operate the Panama Railroad, would refuse to 
carry any, freight but its own. Likewise observe 
presently the tremendous exertions of the rail- 
roads to prevent the establishment of rates for 
Panama Canal traffic that will compete with 
railroad rates on transcontinental freight.

Why Golfers Are for the Recall of Judges. 

The appellate term of the New York Supreme 
Court has reversed the verdict of a Municipal 
‘Court jury which awarded one cent to Henry 
J. Jessup after his suit against the United States 
Express Co. for its failure to déliver promptly a 
golf club. The club had been delivered to the 
company’s agent at Montrose, Pa, to be for- 
warded to a shop in New York for repairs, 

Justice Lehman dissented. He sald; 

“Though, like the tria] Judge, I am not learned 
in golf, my acquaintance with golf players leaves 
no doubt in my mind but that the fallure to de- 
liver to the plaintiff a golf club to which he was 
attached, substahtially deprived him of the enjoy- 
ment of his vacation. It is, therefore, in no spirit 
of levity, but rather in a spirit of sympathy, that 
1 have reached the conclusion that, while the 
award of one cent damages can in no degree 
compensate him for the loss of pleasure, it is

Boston Post: The Dillingham bill, now before 
Congress, says that the immigrant must read and 
write or find himself shut out from the land of 
promise. The principle of the thing violates all 
our traditions, and in effect it would keep away 
a body of workers who have been almost indis- 
pensable to the great enterprises of our modern 
life. The brawn that has built our railroads, con- 
structed our water and sewerage systems and 
helped in a thousand practical ways by hard and 
incessant toil would be excluded, and how would 
its lack be supplied? 

Lack of education is not in itself lack of intel- 
ligence; it is not lack of character; it is not lack 
of usefulness to the State.

If we could be sure 
that the good men were all educated and the bad 
ones not, such @ scheme as that of the Dilling- 
ham bill would deserve shouts of applause.

It is 
said of her that she never attended a theatrical 
performance or a ball. 

Queen Alexandrine is far more pleasure loving, 
and the court, when the period of mourning has 


passed, may well be expected to take on a gayety 
it has not shown for some years, The Queen is a 
sister of the Crown Princess of Germany, Their 
mother is Grand Duchess Anastasia, a shining 
light in society on the Riviera, whose liveliness 
and unconventionality sometimes make Emperor 
William nervous. 

Though Queen Louise is rich in her own right, 
she is thrifty, and as she held the purse strings 
during her husband’s reign, the Danish royal fam- 
lly maintains its reputation of being poverty- 
stricken, 

Denmark can only afford to pay her sovereign 
about $250,000 a year, which fs not enough to sup- 
port royal state tq compare with the other Euro- 
pean monarchs, whose civil lists (salaries) run 
into millions, 

Not so very long ago Emperor William tele- 
graphed to, King Frederick that he purpos¢d to 
pay him a visit. The late King of Denmark wired 
back immediately that at the date mentioned his 
finances would not permit him to suitably enter- 
tain an imperial guest, and requested the Em- 
peror to postpone his visit. 

The new King and Queen follow the example of 
Prederick, whose admiration for the United States 
was so great that he read American newspapers 
daily and was a close student of American litera- 
ture, 

King Christian X is already more popular than 
his father came to be during the last years of his 
life, and that means that he is held in’ deep ‘and 
sincere affection, for Frederick won ardent 
friends after his accession. The new King is both 
soldier and echolar.

BERLIN, May 18,—While the proposition to in-| 


crease the German naval program was in the bal- 
ance Emperor William felt inclined to s¥mpathize 
with Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s oppo- 
sition to it. 

Then Admiral Tirpitz, the head of the Navy De- 
partment, took to the Emperor, the story goes, 
elaborate plans and sketches drawn to show how 
England had planned to capture him last July 
during his cruise in Scandinavian waterB. 

The Kaiser had just been reading an English 
novel in which he is represented as being made 
prisoner by some Rough Riders, and the Emperor 
was so impressed by the Admiral’s arguments 
that he threw the weight of his imperial influ- 
eiice on the side of a bigger navy. 

The Emperor has been in one of his excitable 
mcods of late and plunging into indiscretions. 

It is said that the transferring of Baron Mar- 
schall von Bieberstein from the Embassy at Con- 
stantinople to be Ambassador in London was done 
by the Emperor himself without consulting with 
the ‘Imperial Chancellor or anybody else. The 
present German Ambassador in London, Count 
Wolff-Metternich, has been reporting that Ger- 
many’s nayal program was’ the real cause of Brit- 
ish unfriendliness for Germany, and that there 
could be no hope of better relations until a naval 
agreement was reached. 

Therefore, the Emperor decided to send Baron 
Marschall to London, believing that his diplomatic 
skill would be equal to the task of soothing Brit- 
ish feelings while the German fleet goes on in- 
creasing. Just at present the Emperor is busy 
explaining away his impetuous declaration to the 
Strassburg Burgomaster that he would smash the’ 
Alsace-Lorraine Constitution and annex the prov- 
ince to Prussia if the pro-French manifestations 
on the part of the newly created Diet continue. 
The Emperor is powerless to carry. out such a 
threat, Only the Reichstag could withdraw the 
Constitution, and if Prussia shoyld annex Alsace- 
Lerraine, all South Germany would revolt against 
the seizing of territory gained by united Germany.

other. Even when machine-made shoes sre used 
by the country biacksmith, the calks, or projec- 
tions on the bottom, are bent down by band, thus 
giving an individuality to every shoe. 

These differ also, after a little use, ip the pum- 
ber and character of the nails; some of them rip 
out, others slip partly out and others wear 11 the 
heads unevenly. When all] four shoes are put on 
at the same time, one or two will wear away more 
quickly than the others. They also wear in «if- 
ferent directions, according to the horee’s pca- 
Harities in its natura] gait. 

Anatomically, the hoofs differ, too, in degrees 
obvious to the observer. They are cut and shaved 
by hand when the shoes are put on, each hoof (bus 
acquiring a different shape. In addition, the 
natura] conformation of the hoof itself—ite size, 
shape, perfection or the reverse—as well as the 
sensitive part kept from the ground by the thos, 
has ite own individualities.

Testimony concerning the find- 

ing of tracks at the scene of the 

crime resulted in the arrest of H. 

O. Jeffries, editor of a daily news- 
paper, and politician. 

The editor owns a racehorse named Dan, 

which is the pet of the town of 5000 in- 

habitants. Prosecuting Attorney W. V. 

Thraves took the witness stand at the pre- 
liminary hearing and testified that he found 
at the scene of the murder two sets of hoof- 
prints, and that one foot of one of the sets 
lacked a shoe. Detectives, according to dis- 
patches, stated that they took plaster casts of the 
tracks about the spot where Mrs. Gobeen's murder 
occurred, and that they showed the hoofs of the 
mysterious horse were of the regulation racing 
variety. On this and other evidence Jisti.2 Iii} 
ordered Jeffries held for the murder end he was 
lodged in jail. 

Jeffries admitted, news dispatches state, that 
the tracks were probably those of his horse, the 
only one in town wearing racing shoes. but 
made the following assertions: (1) That the 
crime was committed on Monday; (2) that the 
horse was not equipped with the distinctive shoes 
until Tuesday, and (3) that, when the crime was 
diacovered on Wednesday. he, driving Dan, was 
one of the first to reath the spot where the body 
lay. Therefore, he deciared, the tracks which the 
detectives discovered were made by his horse 48 
hours after the murder was done, and were the 
prints of shoes with which the horse was vot 
shod until 24 bours after the crime was per- 
petrated.

A man was arrested, but as the inquest discov- 
ered no evidence against bim he was released. A 
week passed. Indignation swelled in Nowata, for 
this was the thirteenth murder mystery within its 
borders in three years. A mass meeting was held 
and $1000 was subscribed as a reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the murderer. Detectives 
of the W. J. Burns agency were employed. 

Nowata was astounded when the detectives, 
after some days of investigation. swore to a com- 
plaint charging Jeffries with the murder. Jef- 
fries had just been appointed Postmaster of the 
town by President Taft, but the nomination had 
not been corfirmed by the Senate. Sheriff Gil- 
lespey, declining to beheve Jeffries guilty, re- 
fused to place him in jail and was publicly be- 
rated by Prosecuting Attorney Thraves. 

When the preliminary hearing was held, on 
April 25, Thraves himself took the stand. He 
testified to finding hoof tracks at the scene of the 
murder, one foot of the four being bare, and that 
it was his belief, from the evidence of the prints, 
that the murderer had driven the woman to the 
spot, killed her, and then taken her hat back with

From this omniverous appetite developed the 
desire for the ta:ie, for first editions, for his- 
to.'cal bindings, for autograph cuyies, for all of 
the niceties of taste known to the bibliophile. 
Twenty years ago Mr. Bixby began the collec- 
tion which today ranks him as one of the world- 
fatnous book-lovers. 

St. Louis book-lovers have been pafrons of the 
Hoe library sale. They have sent to the auction 
house maximum bids on many copies catalogued. 
It is not necessary to be present at the sale, which 
goes on week after week. The auctioneers keep 
rigid faith with absent customers. If an item is 
knocked down at less than the amou:t autlor 
ized, the absent bidder gets the benelit of th« 
smaller bid. Mr. Bixby has received in this wa: 
“Hoe copy” of “Vitruvius,” the only wor: o1 
architecture preserved from ancient times. Th: 
book was printed in 1667. The peculiarly inter- 
esting point in the pedigree of the “Vitruvius” is 
that it belonged to De Thou. This copy is bound 
ia red morocco and has the arms of De Thou 
emblazoned on it. De Thou was a statesman and 
a historian in his time, but he is best known t 
this generation as the greatest boo’ collector. 
next to Grolier. 

Other Hoe-copies recently acquiied by Mr. 
Bixby include De Foe’s “Rovinson Crusov.” The e 
are three volumes in this first edition. The 
“Robinson Crusoe” knowp to millions of young 
readers, the one found in the libraries of today 
is in a single volume. De Foe had intended to 
stop the flow of his imagination on the casta- 
way with one book. Eut the demand for more 
was so great that he wrote two more parts, and 
the original edition was in three volumes. The 
second and third parts did not sustain the inter- 
est and were dropped in the later editions. The 
Hoe copy acquired by Mr. Bixby is the rare, com- 
plete edition. 


So judiciousiy have the St. Louis bibliophiles 
invested in rare volumes that there is almost no 
local collection which would not bring at the sales 
of reputable dealers twice the amount paid for 
it. The late Judge Jacob Klein had collected, in 
the course of his more than forty years’ buying, 
some 4000 volumes. Shortly before his death 
Judge Klein ventured the opinion that his li- 
brary might bring $7500, which was somewhat less 
than he had paid for the books. The amount 
actually realized from the sale by the New York 
auctioneer was $26,000. 

Judge Kiein began collecting books of interest 
to him as early as 186F. Hn found many of P's 
rare volumes in sevondaand book stores Of 8:1. 
Louis. As he became known among collectors 
and as his interest developed he consulted the 
catalogues of London dealers and completed the 
sets of ‘first editions.” Many of these books 
were of comparatively recent publication. Judge 
Klein carried on correspondence with authors 
and folded in the fly leaves of the books the 
autograph letters about them. thereby adding a 


point of view. The Klein collection was notably 
strong in first editions of Stevenson, Swinburne 
and Bret Harte, being the most complete collec- 
tions of these authors thus far sold at auction in 
this country. Swinburne’s “Undergraduate Pa- 
pers,” for which Judge Klein paid $507. oete for 
$1650. 

Mr. Bixby s brary includes many firet editions 
of Loth American and English authors. One of 
the American first editions is a copy of “The 
Scariet Letter,” by Hawthorne. This was Haw- 
thorne’s own copy and has his autograph on the 
title page. Mr. Bixby siso has a first edition of 
“Panshawe,” the rarest of Hawthorne's books. 
Another of these American first editions is “A 
Week on the Concord and Merrimack Rivers,” by 
H. D. Thoreau. The Uirby copy was sold by 
Thoreau to F. B. Sanborn for $1.75. This first 
edition of Thoreau now biinzs at auction about 
$79. 

Of Mr. Pixby's fi st ed’tions in En~'' wh iiter- 
a‘u ¢ the ‘Sha’ spea.e Folios” rank with the most 
valuable. At the Hoe sale the first tolio of 
Shaispeare. printed im 1626, sold for $12.00. 
Sha sperre died in 1616. The first collection of 
his plays was not pu>lished until seven years 
aft«rweid. and the first collected edition of his 
poems did not appear until 1640; of this there is 
also a copy. Mr. Bixby has a first edition of 
Walton’s “Complete Angler,” published in 1653. 
This book was sold originally at 18 pence. It is 
very small and in the original binding of calf. 
A copy at the Hoe sale brought $2600.

Any rare Book 
of early English literature that it was thought 
this regular custonier might like was placed in a 
wooden box for his inspection. Huth was a man 
of few words: if he liked the dook, he took it” 
without haggling about the price, which wag fre- 
quently very high. What was then considered 
bigh in price is now considered low in price, 
owing to the advance in the price of rare English 
tooks.

which he paid some years ago about §600. At the 
Hoe sale a Kilmarnock edition of Burns, accom- 
panied by an autograph letter of the poet, sold 
for $5900, which is said to be the record price on 
a Burns volume at auction. Piivately, as much as 
$6000 was paid for an uncut copy of the Kilmar- 
nock edition by the late Harry Widener of Phila- 
deiphia. who was drowned in the Titanic ‘.isaster. 

Perhaps the most important Byron book in the 
world is found in tne Bixby collection. It was 
privately printed in 1807 by the poet and was a 
collection of “Poems on Various Occasions.” This 
copy was inscribed by Lord Byron to his relative, 
Edward Noel Young of the Coldsi:eam Ouards, 
and on the fly leaf Byron wrote his own name as 
“Byrone.” Fewer than 106 copies of this edition 
were issued. The first edition of Keats’ poems, 
a copy of which Mr. Bizby owns, is in the great- 
est demand of modern poetry by book collectors. 
This copy belonged to Richard . who 
was a personal friend of Keats. He bad the book 
interleaved and made notations on the blank 
leaves commenting on the poems. The comments 
make the copy much more valuable than any oth- 
er. There are also first editions of Keats’ “En- 
dymion” and “Lamia,” and also first editions of 
Shelley, Goldsmith and Pope. 

Possibly first place on the list of early printed 
books possessed by Mr. Bixby saould be given to 
“Hypnerotomachia Poliphilo.” The book was 
printed by Aldus at Venice in 1499, which made 
it by the narrowest margin one of the “In- 
cunabulae.” This is the rank which bibliophiles 
give to books printed before 1500. The “Hyp- 
nerotomachia” is an encyclopedia. It discusses 
the architecture, sculpture and painting of the 
fifteenth century. It describes gardens, palaces 
and temples, processions, banquets and shows. 
lt pays enthusiastic tribute to the beauty of 
women, of jewels, of embroidery. The text, by 
Franceeco Colonna, is illustrated profusels w.th- 
wood engravings desiznec by Giovanni Be!lini 
or by Sandro Botticelli. Mr. Bixby’s copy is 
“editio princeps,” a first edition, bound in blue 
morocco. Artists, as well collectors. regard 
the “Hypnerotomachia” with great admiration. 

Mr. Bixby has a copy of Andre uu Chesne, 
which at the same time ir an early printed book, 
and has an historical binding. But the book 
obtains additional interest and value from the 
autograph letter of Marie de Medici which is in- 
serted. Not long ago this book, opened to the 
letter of the Queen mother of Louis XIII, was 
placed in the hands of Mrs. J. L. D. Morrison. Ex- 
pressions of delighted wonder came from this 
descendant of the old French stock of St. Louis 
as she read the perfectly preserved autograph 
letter of Marie de Medici. The book is the dedi- 
cation copy presented to the King when he was 
4 years old, and was probably the beginning of 
his library. It has the original binding of citron 
morocco done by Clovis Eve, the famous royal 
beo™*binder of that time, with the arms of Lonis 
XIIf on the cover. The date of printing was 
1614. 

A great curicaity among Mr. Bixby’s early books 
is “Albertus Magnus.” printed by John Zainer at 
Ulm in 1473. The type is the Gothic letter and 
the initials are drawn in red. But the binding 
o* this particular book gains value from two con- 
ditions. It is in oak boards covered with pigskin,: 
after the marner of bookmaking in that period. 
I* formerly was in the library of William Morris. 
Rare books have pedigrees. As the Hoe library 
is dispersed every item in it will be distinguished 
hereafter as a “Robert Hoe copy” and will be 
held in higher estimation by the bibliophile than 
a copy just as perfect which did not come from 
the printing-press b ilder's collection, 

Morris was another coilector whose eA 
ownership of a rare book gives it a link of value 
in its pedigree. He was @ poet, an artist and a 
writer of many books. In 1890 he established a 
private printing press at Hammersmith and pro- 
duced books under bis personal direction. Thy 
private enterprise he called the “Kelmscott Press.”

I have always been a 
great admirer of the calligraphy of the Middle 
Ages, and of the earlier printing which took its 
place. As to the fifteenth century books, I had 
noticed that they were always beautiful by force 
of the mere typography, even without the added 
ornament, with which many of them are &o lav- 
ishly supplied. Aud it was the essence of my un- 
dertaking to produce books which it would be a 
pieasure to loo: upun as pieces of printing and 
arrangement of type. Looting at my adventure 
trom this point of view, then, I found |! had to 
vcnsider chiefly the following things: The paper, 
the form of type, the relative spacing of the let- 
ters, the words and the lines, and lastly the posi- 
tion of the printed matter on the page.” 

The Bixby collection contains many Kelmecott 
Press bcos, including the Cheucer, considered 
the greatest book printed since the fifteenth cen- 
tury. 

The year after Columbus discovered America 
a history of the world was printed in Nuremburg. 
It was given the title of ““Nuremburg Chronicle.” 
It contained 2250 wood engravings and is today 
known as “the great picture book of the Middle 
Ages.” Mr. Bixby’s copy bears the imprint of the 
publisher, “Anthonius Koberger, 1493.". The en- 
gravings are by Plepdenwurf and Wolgemuth, 
famous artists, and illustrate the world’s his- 
tory from the beginning. 

Of early printed books which have historical 
bindings, Mr. Bixby’s collection includes a 
“Tasso” printed at Paris in 1644. The binding is 
ir citron morocco, with the arms of Christina, 
Queen of Sweden and daughter of Gustavus 
Adolphus. This binding was put op a conv to 
be presented to the Queen by Ca dinal Mazarin, 
as the inscription on the title page sets forth.

The bibiiophile classifies his wealth. There are 
“asaociation books.” Not because of the binding 
or on secount of the subject matier between the 
covers \s the asrociation twok esteem 4. Mt may 
mot be rare. But if upon the fly leaf there is the 
autograph of the author, if an inecription indis 
cates ownership at some time by royalty or by 
famous men, if scattered through the text are 
emendations or explanations in the handwriting 
of the author, then tae book svars in value. ia 
outward appearance it may be. like thousands of 
other copies, but a name or a scrap of writing 
may make the book worth many times more thas 
a copy with clean pages. 

“The Geddes Burns” is perhaps the most treas- 
ured of Mr. Bixby’s array of association books. 
This is not of the first edition of Burns. It is of 
an Edinburgh edition published in 1787, not tow 
rare or of great value. At that time the libel 
laws of Scotland were very strict Burns wrete 
with freedom about the living; he used initials 
and dashes thus: 

“Bright ran thy line, 0. C= 
Thro’ many a far famed sire; 

So ran the far fam’d homan way, 
So ended in a mire.” 


The poet gave a copy of this edition of 1787 to 
one of his intimate friends, the Rev. Patrick 


Geddes. The latter asked that the sames be# 


filled in. Burns compiled. He not only wrote 


the names where blanks were printed, but he 


added marginal notes, explaining various refer-} | 


ences in the text. He inserted numerous addi- 
tional lines on the fly leaves. And by reason of 
these annotations in the handwriting of the 
author, the parson’s copy became known as “the 


Geddes Burns.” and is today esteemed the most} ” 
iuteresting and valuable copy of Burns in exist-— 


ence. 
The Bibliophile Society of Boston received 
f'om Mr. Bixby the privilege of reproducing the 
Geddes Burns in facsimile. But, 
bibliophily, the reproductions do not lessen the 
velue of the ov-iginal. The photographic process 
gives apparentiy a good imitation of the printing 
and of the Burns handwriting; it cannot iep o- 
duce the indentations of the type, which mean so 
much to the book-lover. Mr. Bixby also bas a 
copy -of the Burns edition of 1792 corrected by fhe 
author for the last edition published in his life- 
time. This edition is not rare, but Mr. Bixbys 
topy gains prized distinction from the ina ript.og 
by the poet: “To Mrs. Gillespie, a small byt sin-

Rescued and Forty-Eight Lost—Wife 
Parts From Husband and Takes to Life- 
boat for Sake of Baby—Only Child’s Body

UCH has been printed about the men and women on the Titanic and about the 
ship herself. But little has been said about the children on the Titanic, of 


whom there were a goodly number. 


They occupy a distinct but pathetic 
—¢mall travelers who went down with the 


place in the history of the great catastrophe 
great vessel or escaped through their very 


helplessness and insignificance. Of those who survived, their whole lives will be col- 
ored by the great tragedy, which will like wise cast its shadow on others who were 
not on the ship at all, but who lost one or both parents when the Titanic went down. 

: **Women First’’—so rang out the order when the crew was ordered to unship 
the lifeboats at the davits. It was immediately amended thus, ‘‘Women AND CHIL- 
DREN First,” and the small mites began to appear as the first boats were loaded. 
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HE great ocean disaster af- 
fected not only children 
who were aboard the ship, 
some of whom were saved 
and others lost, but a 
very much larger number 
of children whose parents 
were passengers. In some 
instances both parents 
perished, while in other: 
a father or a mother went 
down. Their little ones 
safe at home ashore, or ip 
the care of relatives or 
friends, share pathetically in the tragedy of the 
sea. . 

Of the children who were aboard the Titanic 
it is estimated by the most nearly correct list 
obtainable that 48. were drowned, while 57 wers 
saved. Among the savea are some who los 
both parents, others who are bereft of father of 
mother, a.d two who suffered even tae .o083 of 
their identity. : 

These latter were waifs of the sea, nameless, 
l.inless, countryless. The foundering of the shir 
1oubed ..em of their names, of all knowledge 
of their origin and their nationality, and lef’ 
them until identified to face life among stran- 
gers in a strange lan.. 

Among. the Titanic’s more than 1400 passen 
gers were 105 children, a small percentage, con- 
sidering the larce number of voyagers in the 
steerage, many of whom may be assumed to have 
started for America as immigrants. Persone 
traveling for pleasure or business in first and 
second cabins, usually make it a point to leave 
their children at home or elsewhere in the care 
of relatives or nurses. Moreover, it is a fact 
well known to sociologists that persons of suf- 
‘ftecent means to afford the cabin accommoda- 
tions of a ship like the Titanic have compara- 
tively few cu:idren. 

Of we 57 chiudren rescued, only four were 
from the first cabin and 13 from the second 
cabin. Forty steerage children were rescued and 
about the same number perished. Accepting the 
estimate that 48 children were lost, this leaves 
only eight missing from the cabins. 


Pathetic Stories of Children. 


“Women and children first” was the rule at 
the lowering of the lifeboats, yet neariy 40 per 
cent of the children failed to get .nto the boats. 
As to the fate of these helpless little ones, the 
survivors of the wreck have given scant detail. 

wey were swallowed in the maw of the icy 
sea, too young atd frail to help themselves. 

Mothers and fat..ers went down with babes 
clasped to their breasts. But from the mass o/ 
experiences related by the T..anic survivors may 
be sifted several pathetic stories of children. 

One of the gamblers who jumped into a life- 
boat.as the craft was being lowered past one of 
the lower decks, tells this: “While we were in 
the boat waiting for the Carpathia to arrive 
a Man swam up to the boat with a child. Some- 
body said it was Capt. Smith. The child was 
taken aboard and the man swam back to the 

...anic.” 

Carlos F. Hurd, the Post-Dispatch reporter who 
was aboard the rescue ship Carpac. ia, in his 
story of the disaster told of the rescue of @ 
baby boy whose parents and little sister went 
down witn the ship. This has been confirmed 
by survivors, who give the incident in greater 
detail. F. J. Allison, a Montreal ban-er. was a 
firet-cabin passenger with his wife, two small 
children and a nursemaid. 

According to the nurse's account, the family 
remained in the stateroom until several boats 
bad been lowered away. Reassured by ths first 
siatements of the ship's officers that the Titanic 
ecuil not sink, Mrs. Allison “took her time atout 
dressing.” The nurse, however, was not ro 
sanguine. 

She picked up the boy, less than 2 yeara oid, 
|; who was her special charge. She carried him to 

ithe boat deck and into one of the lifeboats ‘he 
prest of the family perished. 

The iittle orphan was taken home »y his 
nuree, in charge of Maj. Arthur Peuchen of

He had teft his mother at the 
old home in Sweden and trusted himself to the 
perils of the deep, with nobody to advise him 
im case of emergency.

“I don’t remember much about the wreck,” he 
said when he reached New Yor; “but there was 
a great deal of confusion among the steerage 
passengers. I had no one to look out for me, 
so I thought I'd better look out for myself. 


“My mother told me when I kissed her good- 
by in Sweden that if anything happened | should 
run to the lifeboats, and that’s what I did.” 

The boy made his way to the boat deck, 
through the etruggling mass of fear-stricken 
stokers, immigrants and cabin passengers, and 
stepped into a lifeboat. The ship's officers, who 
were holding hack the men, let the boy pass un- 
challenged. VY

being saved,” said Cervine Swensen, continuing 
bis story. “I didn’t mean to do that. ! would 
rather have died than to have been in the way.”

What secret and sacred 
conferences were held between husbands and 
wives, fathe:s and mothers, at the final parting 
may never be told, but it is known that in some 
instences the demands of the children at home 
were held superior to that of the preservation 
or life, which is called the first law of nature. 

Mis. Edgar J. Meyer of New York tells how 
she was persuaded to take to a boat and leave 
her husband, for the sake of their baby. This 
man and wife calmly discyssed the matter. She 
did not want to part from him, preferring to 
tuke her chances by his side. Since he was 
denied the privilege of the lifeboats, she was 
willing, even eager, to remain aboard and die 
with him, if necessary. Mrs. Meyer telis what 
passed between her husband and herself after 
the ship struc: the iceberg and he reported the 
accident to her: .

Evidently the child had been placed there by 
someone who was trying to save its life—per- 
haps its father, or it may have been a stranger. 
One can imagine the little one’s protecio: swim- 
ming to the piece of flotsam and placing the 
child thereon, in the hope that it might live 
until reecue came, and then himself drowning or 
freezing to death in the icy water. The child 
probably froze to death. 

While the Mackay-Bennett’s crew in the sev- 
eral days of somber duty took from the water 
the bodies of many men and nearly a score 
0: women, the recovery of the corpse of this 
little child affected the men more deeply than 
anything else in their cruire throuch the morgue 
of the ..orth Atlantic. The rou~: but tender- 
hearted seamen paid particular attention to the 
tiny body, and before they had doc ed the ves- 
se: at Hasifax they had resolved to bury the 
child. which was unidentified. and erect over 
the grave a monument at their own expense.

“Il boarded the steamship with three other 
boys,” Buckley told Senator Smitn.

I got out 
or my bunk and felt my feet getting wet. She 
was leaking badly.
